A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 5,923,486 (hereinafter "Sugiyama"). 

Sugiyama shows a recording/reproducing apparatus comprising means for reading 3, 4, 
signal processor 6, 8, means for encoding 5, and storing means 209. See col. 8, 
II. 13-29, col. 11, II. 4-14 for executable programs. Note that recording and reproducing 
are inverse operations. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The following amended phrases represent 
new matter and must be deleted: 

In claim 1, "wherein the signal decoding program information includes a decoding 

program corresponding to said encoding procedure executing the decoding 

program included in the signal decoding program information". 

In claim 3, "program information includes a decoding program corresponding to 

said encoding program". 

In claims 4, 6, 7, and 9, "predetermined encoding procedures". 
See In re Rasmussen, 211 USPQ 323,326 (CCPA 1981).
